Montgomery, Ala., September 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Acting Governor R. M. Cunning- 
ham will do everything possible to de- 
termine who is responsible for the lynch- 
ing of Horace Maples at Huntsville lest 
night, and put in motion every partic.e 
of machinery the state can control in 
bringing about the severest punishment 
of those who are adjudged guilty of tak- 
ing part in this outrage upon the laws 
of the state. He has suggested to Judge 
Speake that he hold a special term of the 
gtand jury and do everything possible 
to investigate the trouble. He has also 
written to the sheriff and the captain 
of the militia on duty, for reports of 
what they gid to prevent the crime and 
what steps have been taken to secure 
evidence against the guilty. 

The first intimation of probable trou- 
ble came to the governor yesterday af- 
ternoon, in a telephone message from the 
office of The Evening Journaj]. At 6:30 
o'clock this was confirmed by a meés- 
sage over the long distance ’phone from 
Hon. Paul W. Speake, judge of the 
sixteenth circuit, who was on the ground 
and doing everything possible to protect 
the negro. Judge Speake told the g0v- 
ernor that he anticipated trouble, but 
had ordered a special term of the grand 
jury and would -have the negro tried 
at once. He had told this to the court 
and it seemed to have some effect to- 
ward quieting them. 

The governor then called up Sheriff 
Rogers and instructed him to protect 
the prisoner at all hazards, at the same 
time authoriizng him to call out the lo- 
cal military. As soon as he was through 
with the Huntsville conversation,” the 
governor called up Major John D. El- 
liott, of Birmingham, and instructed him 
to get together as many members of 
the national guard as possible and .pro- 
ceed to Huntsville at once, using the 
first train out. In a short time Major 
Elliott reported that he had left on 
the regular train, Louisville;:and Nash- 
ville, No. 4, with thirty-five men. This 
force did not get to the seat of trouble, 
however, until after the lynching. 

Advised Special Jury. 

In his letter to Judge Speake the gov- 
ernor points out that in his opinion a 
special term of the grand jury should 
be held and everything possible done 
to discover who composed the mob. He

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VISITS VATICAN 


Pepe Pius Received French 
Priests and Nuns Yes- 
terday. 


Rome, September 8&—The pope today re- 
ceived 1,500 French pilgrims, mostly 
priests and nuns, led by M. Harmel, a 
well known manufacturer, who delivered 
an address to the pontiff. 

The latter, in reply, said the reception 
was most important, being the first 
French pilgrimage to visit Rome since 
the conflict between France and the vati- 
cain. 

Heretofore all pilgrimages had been 
postponed in order to avoid complications, 

In his discourse the pope thanked the 
piigrims for the loyalty and devotion 
they had manifested, not only in words, 
but by deeds, thus risking having to 
make considerable sacrifice. He added: 


Discourse by Pope Pius. 

“You, descendants of the sons of 
France, who were unreservedly faithful 
to the. church, unreservedly devoted to 
the chair of St. Peter, and ready to 
defend and propagate truth and good- 
ness, will not be degenenate heirs. © In 
spite of the difficulties and sacrifices 
which, especially at the present time you 
must face, be always generous minded, 
with the certain Knowledge that you 
will thus be working not only for your 
own happiness, but for the prosperity of 
your country.’’ 

After reviewing the historic connec- 
tions between France and the vatican, 
the pope said: 

“France is always, notwithstanding all 
that has happened, dear to our heart. 
We are ready to endure again sufferings 
to insure the welfare and greatness of 
your couwntry.”’ 

The pope concluded with urging the pil- 
grims to remain firmly attached to the 
church and to strive for true prosper- 
ity. . The discourse of the pontiff was 
greeted with warm applause. 

The moderation of the pope’s discourse 
was much commented upon. It was 
compared with the aggressive tone of 
the recent speech made by éhe French 
premier, M. Combes, at Auxerre, France, 
amd was considered to be an indication 
that the vatican hag not yet ost hope 
that some understanding may be arrived 
at with France, which is also proved by 
the fact that, although the papal nuncio 
at Paris has been recalled, his auditor 
is still there, occupying a sem!-official 
position.

Domestic Science Schools. 

A consular report of practical inter- 
est is that of United States Deputy 
Consul Meyer, stationed at Chemnitz, 
Germany, devoted to Germagy’s indus- 
trial schools for women. These insti- 
tutions are of comparatively recent 
‘origin, but their growth and success 
bas been remarkable, particularly in 
‘the great industrial beehive of Sax- 
ony, where the female industrial work- 
ers are almost as numerous as the 
‘male. Saxony has schools of the kind 
‘devoted to the teaching of twenty-four 
special trades, as well as fourteen gen- 
‘eral industrial schools for girls. Of 
these trade schools, thirty are devoted 
‘to the art of hand lace making alone, 
three to straw plaiting, four to tail- 
oring, three to commercial education, 
‘and there are instruction schools in 
‘glove making, the making of stock- 
‘ings, underwear, hat trimmings, fin- 
‘ishing, sewing, weaving, dyeing and 
many other pursuits followed by 
| women. 
' We have much to say here in Amer- 
ica of our “new women” and of the 
‘woman “unsexed” by her employment, 
but we see little of these things com- 
pared with the Germans. “The wo- 
‘man who toils” is a universal social 
type in Germany, and her labor is by 
no means confined to industrial pur- 
suits. She has invaded every branch 
of trade and business, in well nigh 


‘the housekeeping and culinary arts 
‘threatened to become lost and race 
‘suicide a problem. Marriages fell off, 
the young men, losing out in the com- 
petition in the labor market, emi- 
|grated, and the country folk flocked to 
‘the towns. The German home was 
‘threatened. 

As a partial remedy the Gepman 
‘government has established “schools 
for domestic science,” where the 
‘young woman in business or the fac- 
‘tory can learn to fit herself for the 
‘married state.’ Of these schools, an‘ 
the necessity for their establishment, 
Deputy Consul Meyer says: 


| hese young women entered the work- 
| shops and factories in growing numbers 
‘immediately upon completion of their 
| compulsory education in the common 

schools. They passed from the girlhood 
| davs. of the home and school directly to 
the toil and hardship of industrial labor. 
They left untutored in home duties, and 
ignorant of those household ang kitchen 
arts which ought to grace a successful 
wife. The result frequently 
happiness in marriage and dissatisfac- 
' tion in the home. While the path of civ- 

ilization may not Hie wholly through the 
stomach, it ig undoubtedly considerably 
widened through the agency of a good 
digestion. The need for some opportun- 
itv whereby these girls might be in- 
structed in household arts was palpable.

' science were established in the empire,

result was that special courses for these 
girls of higher social rank (mainly the 
middle classes) were in cons 
nection with the higher industrial schools 
for girls, or entirely independeft schools 
were established. 

The effect of this necessary do- 
‘mestic training is being found to be 
‘most salutary. It is said to be pro 
‘ductive of mone marriages and hap- 
pler marriages. The idea is wort: 
‘consideration by our social scientists 
and the women’s clubs, It is obvious 
‘enough that the “servant problem” is 
already so acute in the United States 


‘that no wise youmg woman will be 
willing to hazard matrimony without 
some rudimentary knowledge in the 
ancient and honorable art of cooking, 
‘and whatever the post-nuptial exigen 
cles in the household, she should know 
how to be a domestic economist anil 
“manager.” These things, if they 
‘cannot .. learned at home, should be 
professionally taught. For this rea- 
son the domestic science school is a 
good thing—as good a thing for the 
American girl as for the German girl, 
‘be her station in life what it may. 


In this connection, a crying need of | 


the time, especially here in the south, 
is the establishment of cooking and 
‘domestic service schools. Notwith- 
standing our redundant negro popula- 
tion, the servant girl is at a premium 
and the old-time negro cook of blessed 
‘memory well nigh extinct. Helps of 
this kind is not only most inadequate 
but in training. The 
industrial education of the negro has 
not done much as yet in the way of 
making efficient female servants an.i 
cooks, and its greatest usefulness 
would seem to be along this very line. 
What is needed is straight-out cooking 
schools—not schools that seek to 
blend classical education with the art 
of wielding the frying pan and rolling 
pin. . 

The women of the south should be 
the prime movers in a reform of the 
sort, and the initial effort should not 
be long delayed. The idea is practical 
and in the superlative degree neces- 
sary.

Work and Health in Panama. 

The redoubtable John Barrett, 
United States minister to the pocket 
republic of Panama, sounds a note 
of warning to the adv-~'1rously dis- 
posed and work-seekers among hig 
countrymen who would rush helter- 
skelter to the isthmus.
